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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 
Fo the School Board of Francestown: 


Herewith I submit for your consideration my sixth annual 


report on the condition of your schools. 

The number of schools remains the same as last year, name- 
ly, the two maintained in the village. One new teacher be- 
gan work in September of this school year. Miss Morrow 
resigned at the close of her year last June in order to com- 
plete her normal course at Keene this year. Miss Catherine 
Moore, a graduate of Keene Normal, was secured to fill the 
position. Miss Holt, the primary teacher, remains with us 
this year. Miss Geneva Howe, a student at the Keene Nor- 
mal school, has had charge of the music this year. 


REPAIRS. 


The repairs made on the primary room during the summer 
vacation were, I am sure, greatly appreciated by teacher and 
pupils, and have added greatly to the appearance and com- 
fort of the room. The room was thoroughly cleaned and 
painted, the walls and ceiling being tinted a suitable color. 
Twenty-four new, adjustable seats and desks were purchased 
and installed. This gives each pupil in this room a seat and 
desk that can be adjusted to his requirements. This matter 
of proper seating for school children, especially of the lower 
grades, is of more importance than people ordinarily give 
it, and it is certainly commendable that you have remedied 
the condition in the primary room so satisfactorily. 

I would recommend for the coming year that your budget 
provide for a jacketed stove for this room similar to the one 
in use in the grammar room. This one, so far as I can see, 
is proving very satisfactory. The stove in the primary room 
is old and cracked and broken in places, and it is only a mat- 
ter of a year or two before it will have to be replaced by a 
new one. ‘The jacketed stove provides an even heat over all 
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the room and takes care of the ventilation very well indeed. 

Of course, if the village water could be put into the school 
building it would be an improvement of very great import- 
ance. I certainly think it would be worth considering in 
making up the budget for next year. 


THE Work In GENERAL. 


I feel that the work in music this year has been well worth 
while. By combining with Greenfield for the purpose of 
employing a teacher the expense over last year has been con- 
siderably reduced, the cost of salary and transportation from 
Keene to Greenfield being shared equally with this town. The 
pupils, I think, are getting a good foundation in music, and 
the results are becoming more evident. 

Tests in reading and in the fundamental operations in arith- 
metic have been given during the fall term. The test in 
reading was intended to find out just how much of the thought 
a pupil could get out of a paragraph or paragraphs he had 
read, or really a test in silent reading. The test revealed 
a weakness in this respect. In many cases a child can read 
a paragraph or selection quite fluently orally, but is unable 
to get the meaning of the passage read. Emphasis is being 
placed upon this phase of reading, and another test in May 
or June will be given to determine, if possible, if improve- 
ment has been made. 

The test in the fundamentals in arithmetic was satisfactory 
so far as general standards go, but revealed a number of cases 
of individual weaknesses. These cases are receiving atten- 
tion, as is, also, the work of the class as a whole by frequent 
oral and written drill in the fundamentals. A record of each 
individual on these tests is being kept so that we shall be able 
to determine the weak spots in successive stages of his pro- 
eress. 

A test in spelling of the work covered the first half of this 
year, and another in work covered in previous years is to be 
given this month. 
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ATTENDANCE. 


There were 59 different pupils registered in the schools last 
year; 29 boys and 30 girls. Of these 29 were in the pri- 
mary room and 30 in the grammar room. ‘The per cent of 
attendance was 93.4. This was up to the state average and 
was two per cent better than the year before. There were 
34. cases of tardiness, or an average of .8 based on average 
membership. This record is very satisfactory. 


HEALTH. 


At the time of the medical examination last June 36 pupils 
were examined. Of these 6 were found with defective vision; 
24. with defective teeth, and 15 with enlarged tonsils. There 
was one case reported of defective vision having been cor- 
rected, and 8 cases where defective teeth had been attended to. 

I cannot urge too strongly the need for parents to consider 
seriously the reports that are sent home by the examining 
physician regarding the physical defects discovered in their 
children. Many a child is seriously handicapped in his school 
work by some physical defect that could be easily corrected 
if parents would only seriously consider these defects as 
handicaps. The child cannot be considered as responsible 
for the continued existence of the defects, and the blame at- 
taches to parents if the defects are such as can be remedied. 

To all who have in any way expressed their interest in the 
schools and have cooperated for their improvement may I ex- 
press my sincere appreciation.
